(A new form of an old science) 


Flapperology is eminently an induc- 
tive science.

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Gould's was represented in traek at 
the Bowdoin indoor meet last spring 
by a team which, while it did not carry 
any first honors, gave a very creditable 
showing of itself against the pick of 
New England’s schoolboy athletes. 
Gould’s also has men entered in the 
North Country meet to be held at Ber- 
lin on May twenty-sixth, and in the 
Bates outdoor meet, scheduled for June 
second. 

In the 75, 100 and 220 yard dashes 
Gould’s is pinning her hopes on Bart- 
lett, Brown and Morse, all of whom 
gave a good account of themselves at 
the Bowdoin meet. 

Kiely, Peaslee and C. Swan are the 
best quarter milers on the team and 
they seem to he capable of giving their 
opponents plenty of competition. 

It looks as if a few records are due to 
be broken in the half-mile, when Mundt, 
Peaslee and 0. Swan fight it out for 
1st, 2nd and 3rd in that event. 

It takes men with a strong constitu- 
tion and lots of endurance to set a hot 
pace for the mile run and we believe 
we have them in M. Berry, C. Swan and 
Peaslee. 

A few' of the townspeople who never 
knew' w'hat a hurdle looked like until 
this spring have had their curiosity 
satisfied by watching Linnell, Mundt, 
Sessions, Stearns and C. Swan topping 
them daily in their workouts on Brigh- 
ton Avenue. Linnell and Sessions 
specialize in the low hurdle; Stearns 
and Swan in the high hurdle, while 
Mundt stars in both. 

“Mad” Berry looks like a winner in 


12 pound shotput, having made several 
heaves of 46 feet or better in practice.

Last, but not least, w'e come to the 
relay team, which came out the closest 
of seconds to Coburn Classical in its 
team race with Coburn and Leavitt In- 
stitute at the Bowdoin meet. The team 
is composed of Bartlett, Brown, Morse 
and Peaslee, with Sessions a close com- 
petitor for the fourth position. 

We are obliged to do without the 
services of McCann, our star high jump- 
er and broad jumper. McCann, who is 
also a good sprinter, has been forced 
by an attack of appendicitis to with- 
draw' from athletics. 

Things are bound to happen wdien 
this bunch of stars are turned loose in 
a meet, and we hope to make our sec- 
ond season in track one that will be re- 
membered in Gould’s for many a year.

and Clayton Possett, coach.
